2. (Amended) [The screen of claim 1 wherein the pre-screen comprises] A projection screen for 
displaying an image from an image source, the screen comprising: 

a first diffusing assembly including a pre-screen comprising a plurality of seamlessly 

tiled^opticaLfaceplates-Qf^raus-eFystal ^-and— 

a second diffusing assembly comprising a diffused rear projection screen, the faceplate 

being positioned to receive an image from the image source and to further diffuse said image . 

3. (Amended) The screen of claim[ 1]_2 further including an anti-reflection coating on a viewing 
side of said projection screen. 

4. (Amended) The screen of claim[ 1]_2 wherein the optical faceplate is made from fibrous 
crystals selected from the group consisting of crystals not found in nature, and crystals not found 
in nature in fibrous form.
